Immigration. 



The mivoment of population would 
nppoar to bo governed by laws witb llio 
oporaliou of which it it! at all timos (lit- 
flcult to interfere. It will doubtleBB bo 
recollected that u faint effort in the di- 
rection of promotiug assisted foomlc em- 
igration to tail Colony from England 
was put forth a year ago. It is* also 
known thut, more recently, an appeal 
■was made to persons in tbo Colony do- 
Biring to bo assisted in bringing from 
homoeitlier farm labororsor relations to 
cooperatu with tbo local Immigration 
Board for tbo purpose of promoting that 
object. Both of these efforts were upon 
a vory limited scale. Both were design- 
ed as merely tentative moasurea The 
former proved extremely unsatisfactory 
in its rosultH. The latter withered in 
the bud, doubtless under tbo chilling 
influence of the former. The local 
Board have, it is undorBtood, abandoned, 
for the present, tbo experiment of assist- 
cd immigration in tho moro roatrietod 
boiibo ot the term ; but at tho same 
timo tbey recommend tho employment 
Of tbo more ordinary, and, perhaps, it 
may bo added, more legitimate, means 
of establishing in 6omo of those oentros 
of population to whioh wo may reason- 
ably look for o supply, agencies lor tbo 
dissemination of such information respect- 
ing this Olony and the best means of 
reaching it us it might bo presumed to 
promote emigration to our shores, 
Most persons will donbtleis have arriv- 
ed at tho common conclusion that no 
considerable emigration n i ed by expoct • 
ed to take place from the British Isles 
to Ithls Colony until a faoilo channel 
through British territory shall connect 
tho two grout oceans which wash tbo 
Bhor<)s of tho Anglo-American Empire. 
A four months' voyage by sea is rather 
too formidable an ttndortalling, and 
expensive withal. The transcontinental 
railway presents a speedier means of 
teaching this distant Colony. Yet wo 
can hardly lo^k for English emigration 
through American channels. The ex- 
pense must coutiutio for soma years to 
be too great } and, besides, the tempta- 
tions to linger or stop by< the way are 
altogether too numerous and too strong 
to entitle us to expect- much from that 
source. The completion ot the Northern 
Pacific llinl way with its terminus on 
Paget Sound will doubtless modify, 
though it cannot remove, tbo objeotioue, 
which apply with greater weight against 
the Union Pacific .Railway, ft is per 
feotly certain that this Colony must 
receive important accessions to its popu- 
lation before the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way cau be opened. But these- will bo 
chiefly drawn tiom neighboring cam- 
munilies. Cur rich placer diggings 
tho gold-bearing quartz ledges almost 
everywhere to bo meet with, as well as 
tho great demand for labor arising from 
the construction of the raiiway, cannot 
fail to act ai potent immigration agen- 
do?. But although wo shall thus poss- 
68B attractions which cannot bo sucess- 
folly resisted by our neighbours, it will 
become an important duty to so manip- 
ulate and guide these influences as tc 
promote that kind of immigration most 
desirable and calculated in the highest 
degree to benefit tho couutry perman- 
ently. For instance, there are in Cali- 
fornia" and other American territory 
Eloping toward the Pacific many thou- 
sands of persons roady -o bo drawn 
bithcr by thoBo influeocss to which we 
fcave adverted. But those who would 
come Bolely with the obji ot of working 
our gold-mines or earning wages upon 
the great j.ublic works of the Colony are 
not nicely" to prove the most profitable 
class. Our great aim should bo to at- 
tract those who will bo most likely to 
creato lor themselves permanent homes 
iu British Columbia after 11)0 pub- 
lic works winch may serve to afford 
them employment shall havo boon com- 
pleted. That there are tnuny thousands of 
just the kind of men we want to bo round 
in communities not distant is to do be- 
lieved. How the most effectually to cuu^e 
Federal expenditure upon the works ot 
the Pacific Province to contribute to- 
wards ncrmaneut wellboing heuomea at 
once a fitting sut>je«.t tor earnebl thought 
and energetic action. It cannot well 
be questioned that if we would make 
permanent settlers out ol navvies wo 
must make navvies out of right mater- 
ial Bo far as the construction of that 
part of the Canadian Pacifio Rail way 
lying to the East of tho Ricky Moun- 
tains is ci noerued it Is probable that 
some such scheme as that which was pro 
pounded by Mr Laidlaw In England 
last year will bo adopted ; and, so far 
as tbo Motion ol country to which it is 
proposed to be applied is concerned, it- 
may be considered a most effective 
means for tho attainment of the object 
in view. But it is to he feared that tho 
Laidlaw schemo could bti'dly be ap- 
plied 10 the Rooky Mountains. Thus 
it becomes, our duty to look for some 
other remedy. Th<> question of Chinese 
labor can present little difficulty, lucre 
need bo no hesitation in saying that 
Qbineese labor must not bo permitted to 
enter into tho construction of the rail- 
way or of the Graving Dock, or, indeed, 
any work over which the Government 
can exercise sufficient control Tbo Un- 
reasonableness, tho necessity of this 
position must bo sufficiently obvious. 
There is uejthor tho power nor tho do- 
H iro to make permanent c ilonista out of 
Cbineso, Eveiy dollar paid iu exchange 
for Chinee-o labor, save oi ly the infin- 
itesimal portion exponde I upon living, 
-Would bo earned out of tho country. 



What ooenrs to ui to bo the most nntnra.1 
way to ncnnmrli'-h tlio grout sua vitally im- 
poitful otijjo! in view, is imruiiaiiitaly, sy«- 
tematlcally ,,nd indu&iiiously to disseminate 
throughout these communities' from which 
we aio most likely lo draw tho linn ucoes- 
sionn to our population) full, oorruet and re- 
liablo information respHcting tho eouutry, its 
climate, resournos and the advantages it pre- 
senu lo llio immigrant. Gould that infor- 
mation oompriso a liberal froo laud grunt 
Bystoiti, it would bo greatly more poteut for 
good. If the many mid gieat attractions and 
advantages ol Hr'tifh Columbia nould bo 
preseotod in n popular and interesting form, 
there can bo till 1 o doubt ttiat ,we should havo 
precisely thy kind of population that is 
wanted coining to our shores in ftromnn ol 
enffioiant volumn lor our capacity ol iib- 
sprption. Nor should the approaahini; bob- 
idon of i bo Legislative Conoctl bo pertDittea 
to pusn over without Rometuicg Doing dona 
io this direction.
